Foraer Senator George H. ftender of Ohio today issued the following statement 
from bla Washington office: 

"At the tiae I accepted thui chairaanship of the Anti-Racketeering Commission of 
the loteroatiooal Brotherhood of Teansters, I said I intended to contribute my income to 
churchea, boapitala, acbools and charitable institutions. 

"Although I have always believed--mistakenly, it now sppears--that a man's 
charities are his own business and, perhaps, that of the tax collector, the distribution 
of this anoey seeaa to have becaae a matter of breathless national interest. Judging from 
the increasing aumber of calls I am receiving daily from the press, seeking an accounting. 
These calls insist that the press, too, is entitled to know. 

"The sincerity of ay intentions and the integrity of my motives also have been 
quaationed in the press. There have been graceless insinuations that I never intended to 
give away this money; and that, if I did, it was only to hide under the gentle mantle of 
charity a ahaaeleas effort to whitewash the Teamsters' Union. 

"I am announcing today the contributions I am making with the money I have re¬ 
ceived from the Teamsters' Utaion. Later, at a more appropriate time, I shall report on 
aqr stewardship as ChairsMO of the Union's Anti-Racketeering Commission. 

"For my services as Chairman of the Commission, I have received to date a total 
of $19,2)0 from the Teamsters' Utaion. Provision for taxes has left about $1),000 available 
for distribution; only half the amount of individual contributions is being paid at this 
tiaw. Bach recipient will get the remainder next year.

Tha Offlcara of tha Uaioa at that tima waro mamhara of tha Uaioa work- 
lag la tha Warahouao laduatry la Chicago. 

Tt> data, with oaa oacaptioo. tha eurraat offlcara ara aithor tha 
origiaal Uffleora aloctad la 1941. or ware charter momhara of tha Uaioa la 1937.

Dear Senator McClellan: 


On Auguat S, you opened your present hearings with a declaration of 
purpoae. In that opening stateaent, you said that the interest of 
your Coaaittee at this tiae was the direction and aotivation of the 
leadership of the International Brotherhood of Teaasters. 

You atated: "The Teaasters have both the capacity and the oppor¬ 
tunity to be a aighty, driving and constructive force for the welfare 
of ita aeabers, and for the betteraent of Aaerica's econoay. If the 
power and ability of the International Teaasters should be Improperly 
directed and aisused, then it could becoae an extreaely evil and de¬ 
structive force in the social, political and econoaic life of our 
country. Obviously the direction of this International Union will 
depend upon the integrity and aotivation of that leadership." 

I concur in that stateaent and I accept the responsibility inherent 
in It.

Tt 1 a little over six months since I took office as General Presi- 
ii ct of this Union. Much of that time has been absorbed in preparation 
for and actual attendance at Kedc'ral trial and Senate hearings. 

Moverthe less, our Union has mad« important progress in taking necessary 
cmii* > tivc measures. The best evidence of that is our record of accep- 
t.«r< >* of the many recommendations of the Board of Monitors. 

As you knuu, «<■ consented to the establishment of the Board of Monitors. 
Thi Board has b*- n charged, under the Federal Court Consent Order, 

*ith th< task of assisting the I.B.T. to achieve highest trade union 
gtal- in four principal areas; First; the area of membership rights 
ard internal democracy; Second; the area of financial controls and pro- 
ced' roc, Third the removal of trusteeships; Fourth; the adherence of 
International officials to a no-conflict-of-interest rule. 

Ckir union hac cooperated with the Board of Monitors in these four areas 
nnd h iVG madr- • xc« I lent progr* s-.. The Board of Monitors, in its re¬ 
port to the Court two week - ago so stated. 

Apropos of your interest, in the direction and motivation of our leader¬ 
ship I know you will be pleased to learn that we have and are continu¬ 
ing to achii v<- outstanding wages, hours and working conditions for our 

and ar« continuing to conclude collective bargaining agreements 
which ai*' unsurpasHed in the American labor movement. We are also con- 
tiTiulrg to i-xt'-nd the benefits of unionism to others by assisting the 
unorgani7cd to achieve organization. The record will indicate that ours 
is the only Union that has shown consistent growth in spite of these 
mar.V sonthh. of recession. Also, we have given the fraternal hand of 
a -sivtant*.' to other unions whenever and wherever we could be of help to 
ARi<-rira' s working people. 

Your lowumittf'e in its present approach has used another yardstick by 
which to mt^asure the direction and motivation of our leadership: the 
• •x***nt to which persons with records of past convictions now hold 
p-j-itioris as officers or business agents in the International Brother¬ 
hood of Ti'amBters. The terms "racketeers and gangsters" have been used. 

This union has thousands of local union officers and business agents. 

A number of names have been mentioned before this Committee. Doubts 
hav» been raised in some minds about this question of alleged racketeers 
and gangsters. 

I i{;tsnd to allay these doubts. I intend to meet squarely charges of 
corrupt ion. 

I have consulted with our Union's General lilxecutive Board and I have 
received unanimous approval of the following proposal; 

That the International Brotherhood of Teamsters e.tablish an Anti- 
Racketeering Commiasion composed of three outstanding citizens of this 
coquetry, who shall counsel and advise with me on the question of each 
individual who is named by your Committee in relation to criminal record. 

This Ccfsmiesion will study all charges made by your Committee. The 
Coiggiission'a recommendations shall guide us and assure the membership

of our Union a strong, honest leadership, while at the saae tiae pre- 
ae^ving fairness and due process for each individual so charged. 

As aeabera of this Coaiiission, I have naaed: 

As Chairaan, foraer Senator George H. Bender of Ohio, a aeaber of the 
■cClellan Coaaittee during his Senate service, who also served 14 
yeara in the House of Representatives and aade a courageous and forth¬ 
right record aa Chairaan of the House Anti Labor-Racketeering Coaaittee. 

F. Joaeph Donohue, foraer President of the Board of Coaaissioners of 
*hc District of Coluabia and foraer Special Prosecutor for the Departaent 
of Justice. 

The Hon. Ira V. Jayne, retired Chief Judge of the Circuit Court of the 
State of Hichigan and professor of law at Vayne University. 

Specifically, this Coaaisslon shall be charged with investigating and 
adviaing on the question of: 

Infiltration of racketeers or gangsters into local and international 
union office; 

Any alliance with racketeers or gangsters at any level of the Interna¬ 
tional Union or its subordinate bodies. 

I wish to sake it clear that I do not consider the eere existence of a 
ecord of paat convictions as autoeatlc grounds for denouncing an in¬ 
dividual. But we shall bo guided by the study and recoemendatlons of 
our Anti-Racketeering Comission. 

I expect that this Comission shall sake iepartlal investigations of all 
charges sade, and on the basis of its recossendatlons, we shall take all 
ateps conslatent with the Union's Constitution. 

Our General Executive Board intends to deaonstrate that we are Motivated 
by the higheat principles of trade unionisn, and that we shall in the 
course of tine achieve the highest standards of perfection at every level 
of our great International Union.

TTATEMENT BT ANT I-RACKETEER INC COMIIISSION OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL BROTHERHOOD OF TEAMSTERS 


August 29, 1958 


We have been specifically charged with the following 
dutiea: 

To inveatigate and advise on the question of 
infiltration of racketeers and gangsters into local 
and international union office; 

To inveatigate and advise on the question of any 
alliance with racketeers or gangsters at any level of 
the International Union or its subordinate bodies. 

We have discussed these duties today with the 
reaident International Officers. We conclude the 
the purpose of our Conission is to expedite the process 
of ellainating corrupting influences in the union wherever 
we way find it. 

We shall begin our work next week and shall con¬ 
vene on Thursday, Septeaber 4, 1958. 

We recognize that the Court has delegated certain 
dutiea to a Board of Monitors in their relations to the 
Union under a Consent Order. We expect that the Court 
will welcoae the establishaent of this Coaaission and 
agree that it la a forward step in the Union's interest and 
the public good. 

With that expectation, we accept the responsibility 
of serving.
